"An interesting feature in the tic-

IMPORTANT FACTORS 


WITH RASPBERRIES 


In'putting a berry patch maki 


•WT possible pravMoa for a perfect 
stand. Bad stands are a serious fae- 
tvr la berry growing because «hep 
plants are widely atpsrated and ir- 
regular la growth, it requires more la- 
bor to keep tie plant* dean and th« 
crop will n«t pay for tbe labor. The 
causct that contribute toward a poor 
stand usually produce plow growth 
nnd It takas so much longer to get a 
full crop that the patch Is usually 
abandoned. 


Tbe two big factors in poor stands 


are late planting and .cellar-stored 
plants. Successful raspberry growing 
means that plants must be established 
before warm wtather. To attain this 
end the ground should be plowed as 
late as possible to escape early r:i!ns 
that pack tb« soil. If tbe soil does not 
work np well It should be plowed in 
the spring and well worked 
before 


planting. Plants should be on hand 
*i soon as the ground is dry enough 
to plant. 
No matter how good ths 


grower nor when grown, ther* is al- 
ways a chance that plants will carry 
some kind of a past, so it Is advisable 
to dip the stems in lime sulphur solu- 
tion while dormant 
Tbe solution 


should be one part Urn* sulphur, nia* 
parts water; antf after dipping should 
be allowed to drain with the roots 
np, canes down so the solntlon will 
not drain down on tbe roots. Furrows 
fonr inches deep and «lr or seven 
feet apart make planting easier than 
digging with a hoe or shovel. 
If 


patcbM an on a north slop* the rows 
should run at right angles to ths 
slope to prevent washing. 


Many people have an idea that the 


ground can never be too wet to set 
plants. If land is very sandy that 
may be true, but if the soil is heavy 
the ground Is likely to get so hard that 
the new shoots cannot break through 
the cnnt If you take soil in your 
hand and squeeze It and it forms a 
bail-like dough It is altogether too viet 
to plant To pack w«t soil makes it 
Into a hard dod with most of the air 
exclnded with the result that "nitrifi- 
cation" will be slow and the plant fall 
to grow. If it Is necessary to plant 
in wet toil that packs, put very little 
dirt on the roots of the plant and hot 
as soon as tbe ground is dry enough 
so that th« roots of tbe plant will be 
provided with fin* soil

Young Fruit Trees Need 


Moat-Careful Attention 


Whether few fnrit trees or many of 


them an set this sprint the planter 
should b* vigilant to see that they s^et 
a food start It is not necessary t* 
look at young trees every day, but ts> 
wait until fall or even next spring I* 
to neglect an opportunity to sava 
many a one from injury. At an early 
time they should be examined fre- 
quently to see that pests are not de- 
stroying the foliate. New leaves art 
being pot out and they sbould b* 
kept covered with sprays If injury to 
being done. If one-year-old trees bar* 
been planted many more bnd* will D* 
patting out shoots than is desired.
